Advisory Committee Named 
From ‘Martha Berry Circle 


Mrs. John W. Grant, Mrs. Eugene 
Black, Sr., and Mrs. Clark Howell 
were appointed on the advisory 
committee by Mrs. Frank Inman, 
president of the Martha Berry circle 
of Atlanta yesterday morning at 
the meeting at the Piedmont Driv- 
ing club, to investigate the claims 
made by the state of Georgia that 
the Berry school owes a sum esti- 
mated at $25,000 -in back taxes. It 


was the consensus of feeling and } 


opinion in the circle that if the 
state of Georgia demands the back 
taxes for educating the illiterate 
boys and girls of the mountain sec- 
tion, that the money to pay these 
taxes should not be raised outside 
of the state of Georgia. Two Floyd 
county lawyers represent the state 
and 20 per cent of this tax will 
be paid them as attorney fees. 


Miss Berry Spenks, 

Miss Berry, who - is famous 
throughout the country on account 
of her work for tlté mountain boys 
and girls of north Georgia, near 
Rome, Ga., spoke to the members 
of the Martha Berry circle yester- 
day and explained that her school 
was entirely philanthropic in na- 
ture, had been inspired by the de- 
Sire to stamp out illiteracy in Geor- 
gia and that the work is doné on 
her own property. The sum which 
Miss Berry had to raise in 1920 to 
cover the operating expenses of the 
schoo] was $76,195.03, while a large 
deficit has had to be raised each 
year since the beginning of the 
school. This amount was necessa- 
ry after income of all kinds was 
applied on the expenses. 

Twentieth Anniversary. 
Miss Berry announced that the 


school was founded in 1902 and was 
preparing to celebrate the twentl- 


eth anniversary on January 138, 1922. 
She has always considered it a 
charitable institution. Among the 
institutions which are exempt from 
taxation are Berea, in Kentucky; 
Hampton, in Virginia; and Tuske- 
gee, in Alabama, These schools also 
have large endpwments, while the 
Martha Berry school has but a smal! 
per cent of small endowments. Miss 
Berry, herself, accepts no payment 
for her services, and she regards 
her work with the deepest affec- 
tion and interest. She stated that 
a million-dollar endowment for boys 
and a million for girls is vitally 
needed to further carry on the 
school. The lectures whenever she 
is called to add to the treasury, 
and even pays her own expenses 
to these lecture points. 


Miss Morgan’s Gift. 


Miss Ann Morgan has givén §$2,- 
500 for moving picture films of the 
school, in order that the true vi- 
sion of Miss Berry’s school may 
be shown her audiences. These 
films are now being shown In Cin- 
cinnati,,and will shortly be seen at 
the Howard theater in Atlanta. 


The faculty of the school is most 
carefully selected for these chil- 
dren require the most unusual treat- 
ment in their education. Splendid 
loving service and influence is put 
forth by each teacher, and the school 
is not after a cheap fashion. 

The Martha Berry circle went on 
record 135 strong and voted as a 
unit to aid and stand behind Miss 
Berry in meeting the present crisis 
confronting the situation.

clared he had succumbDed to his in- 
juries. 


These advices from the American 
embassy at Tokio were followed by 
official calls by Secretary Hughes 
on both Japanese Ambassador Shide- 
hara and the Nipponese arms dele- 
gates to express the condolence of 
this nation. He also cabled in- 
structions to Ambassador Warren at 
Tokio to call and personally express 
the deep regrets of the American 
government to the Japanese foreign 
office. 


President Hardime expressed him- 
‘self as “profoundly shocked.” 

Meantime, state department and 
Press Association office wires were 
kept not by Japanese © statesmen 
asking details. The embassy had 
heard nothing and its spokesmen 
could not understapd it. As late as 
6 o'clock Prince Tokugawa, one of 
the Japanese delegates, when inter- 
viewed by the United News was 
Plainly dismayed. f 

“I still hope -that the réport is 
only rumor,” he said, “but I, fear 
the premier is really dead. We have 
received no. official information 
whatever. .There is the remote pos- 
sibility that some one else named 
Hara was killed—there are so many 
Haras in Japan. If he is dead, I 
wonder why the official telegram 
has not reached us.” 

The death of the Japanese pre- 
mier will not alter the plans for 
opening the arms conference, No- 
vember 12, it was stated authorita- 
tively. It is likely, however, that 
some of the contemplated social 
functions of the Japanese will be 
callgd off, including a reception to 


Japanese ambassador.

Going to Oblivion 


When Bill Passes| 


Budapest, November 4,—The Hun- 
garian national assembly today 
passed two readings of the bill call- 
ing for the dethroning of former 
Emperor Charles. It then adjourn-. 
ed until Saturday when the measure 


will come up for third reading and 
final passage. 

Count Stefan Bethlen, the  pre- 
mier, who introduced the bill Thurs- 
day, is expected formally to resign 
immediately the bil] becomes a law, 
and afterwards reconstitute the cab- 
inet, 


The action of e Hungarian na- 
tional assembly to&ay marks the 
passing, so far as Hungary is con- 
cerned, of the oldest and one of the 
most picturesque royal\dynasties of 
Kurope—the house of Hapsburg. 

If the Hapsburgs haye not cut 
such a spectacular figure in world 
events within the last few years as 
have the Hohenzollerns, yet the 
German ruling house was merely an 
infant compared with the age and 
erstwhile splendor of the Austrian 
family tree. Its branches, in their 
various ramifications, have spread 
sovereignity intermittently over 
Austria, the Holy Roman empire 
and Spain since the eleventh cen-| 
tury; whereas the Hohenzollerns 
supplied monarchists for Prussia 
only since 1701 and for the German 
empire only since 1871, after the 
close of the Franco-Prussian war.
